1 . The Drawings of 28 April 2006 are hereby objected to in that the descriptive 
labelling of element 4 in Figure 1 is mis-spelled. The labelling of element 4 of Figure 1 
is "CICULATOR," but it ought to read, "CIRCULATOR." Correction of this defect is 
hereby required. A formal, corrected replacement sheet for sheet 1 of the drawings is 
also hereby required. Failure to make this required correction will result in the 
abandonment of the application. With these required corrections to the drawings, the 
entire drawing set will be FORMAL - 
STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

apparatus as set forth in independent claim 1 that is particularly characterized by 
the "target-central-azimuth detector ..." as described in that claim, taken in the 
overall context of claim 1 . 

Dependent claims 2, 19, and 20 are allowable for at least the reasons for 
which independent claim 1 is allowable. 

None of the prior art of record either taken alone or taken in any possible 
combination would anticipate or would tend to render obvious Applicant's claimed 
apparatus as set forth in independent claim 3 that is particularly characterized by 
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the "target-central-azimuth detector ..." as described in that claim, taken in the 
overall context of claim 3. 

Dependent claim 18 is allowable for at least the reasons for which 
independent claim 3 is allowable. 

None of the prior art of record either taken alone or taken in any possible 
combination would anticipate or would tend to render obvious Applicant's claimed 
apparatus as set forth in independent claim 4 that is particularly characterized by 
the "target-central-azimuth detector ..." as described in that claim, taken in the 
overall context of claim 4. 

Dependent claim 5 is allowable for at least the reasons for which 
independent claim 4 is allowable. 

None of the prior art of record either taken alone or taken in any possible 
combination would anticipate or would tend to render obvious Applicant's claimed 
apparatus as set forth in independent claim 6 that is particularly characterized by 
the "target-central-azimuth detector ..." as described in that claim, taken in the 
overall context of claim 6. 

Dependent claims 12, 13, and 17 are allowable for at least the reasons for 
which independent claim 6 is allowable. 

None of the prior art of record either taken alone or taken in any possible 
combination would anticipate or would tend to render obvious Applicant's claimed 
apparatus as set forth in independent claim 7 that is particularly characterized by 
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the "target-central-azimuth detector ..." as described in that claim, taken in the 
overall context of claim 7. 

Dependent claims 9-1 1,14, and 16 are allowable for at least the reasons 
for which independent claim 7 is allowable. 

None of the prior art of record either taken alone or taken in any possible 
combination would anticipate or would tend to render obvious Applicant's claimed 
apparatus as set forth in independent claim 8 that is particularly characterized by 
the "target-central-azimuth detector ..." as described in that claim, taken in the 
overall context of claim 8. 

Dependent claim 15 is allowable for at least the reasons for which 
independent claim 8 is allowable.
